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Early History of the New York and Erie' 


Railroad. 

The first T rail laid on a railroad in the United 
States was imported from England by the New 
York and Erie Railroad Company ia 1845; and 
the first rail of that kiod @ver mad@in this coun- 
try was manufactared for that company ic 1846 
by the Leckawanna Irou Works, of Harrison, Pa., 
now the city of Scranton, The recent resigna- 
tion of W. W. Scranton from the general mana- 
gersbip of the Lackawanna Coal and Iron Com- 
pany, which is the Lackawanna Iron Works 
of 1846, recalls a series of incidents in the early 
history of the New York and Erie Railroad and of 
the iron works, by which the pioneer of truck 
railroads in America was saved from baokruptcy 
and the forfeitare of its franchises to the State of 
New York, and the struggling iren manufactory 
was enabled to raise itself from insignificant pro- 
portions and impeoding ruin to de tie most 
wealtby and powerful corporation of its kind ia 
the cointry. 

Work was commenced on the New York and 
Erie Railroad in 1835, but the great financial re- 
valsion of 1886-7 cc mpelled the suspension of op- 
erations. In 1838 the State of New York aided 
the company by its credit to the amount of $3,- 
000,000. This large sum was expended and only 
sixty-one miles of railroad were completed up to 
1845. The road then extended from Piermont, 
on the Hodson River, to Otisville, Orange Coun; 
ty, on the summit of the Shawanguok Mountains. 
The original idea of the engineers was that the 
rails mast be laid on piles to have a solid and even 
fonodation, For ninety miles westward from Os- 
Wego two lines of poste were actually sunk, This 
ridiculous proceeding not only absorbed a large 
portion of the company’s funds, but wasted months 
of valuable time. For years these lines of posts 
remained standing. 

In 1845 the State of New York, anxious to have 
the great work of connecting the lakes with the 
ocean by a line of rails completed, once more 
came to the aid of the company. An act was 
passed by which the New York and Erie Railroad 
Company was relieved of the claim of the Stats 
against it for the loan of $3,000,000, and such sub- 
stantial aid was extended that the company was 
enabled to resume the work of construction with 
& well filled treasury. The act contained a pro 
viso, however, that the road shotld be forfeited 





readivess for business between Piermont aod 
Binghamton, The company had four years io 
which to complete 137 miles of road, 

In 1848 George W. Scranton and Selden T. 
Scranton, of Oxford Furnace, N. J., established a 
nail factury and rolling mill at Harrison, Pa., thet. 
a village of a dozev houses, That portion of the 
Lackawanna Valley was then almost entirely un- 
developed. The Delaware and Hudson Canal 
Company bad opened coal mines in the upper part 
of the valley, and had founded several villages, 
Its now famous gravity railroad extended from 
Archbald, nine miles north of Harrison, to Hones- 
dale, the head of the company’s canal. That was 
the fitst railroad for actual transportation con- 
structed inthe United States, The mining prop- 
erty of the Lackawanna Iron Works was valuable, 
but the company bad a very meager capital and 
the region was prrjadiced against it. The works 
struggled along for three years, and financial dis- 
aster seemed inevitable. In 1846, however, the 
Scranton Brothers determined to either assure 
the future by a bold stroke or to go down with 
the effort. They knew that the Erie Company 
was obliged to pay $80 a ton for tbe rails it was 
importing from Eog'and, and that io its straight- 
ened circumststces, and in view of the time to 
which it was limited in finishing the read to Bing- 
hamton, it must necessarily obtain iron at cheap- 
er ra.es and more speedily than the foreign mate- 
tial could be furnished, The brothers resolved 
to venture on manufacturing the rails at their 
works, They suggested the idea to a number of 
capitalists who were deeply interested in the Erie 
road, and these gentlemen agreed to advance to 
them $100,000 in order to enable them to buy the 
necessary Machinery, with ne security but their 
word of honor, A contract was made by which 
the Lackawanna Iron Works agreed to furnish the 
Erie Company with 12,000 tons of rails at a rate 
roach less than the Eoglish iron cost to be deliv- 
ered at Lackawsxen, Pike County, Pa., during 
the years 1847-8. It required several months to 
fit the works with the farnaces and machinery, 
which were bauled by teams more than sixty 
miles over the most primative of mountain roads, 
The first rails were turned out in the latter part 
of 1846. As fast as the iron was ready it was sent 
in wagons to Arcbbald, where it was loaded on 
the cars of the Delaware and Hudson gravity 
road. By these it was earried to Honesdale over 


bo the State if on January 1, 1849, it was pot inthe Moosic Mountains acd trans‘erred to canal 





boats, which delivered it to the company at Lack- 
awaxsen, The first 1,400 tons were taken to Port 
Jervis, N. Y., by canal, and the track between 
that place and Otisville, the western terminus, was 
laid, Everything worked smoothly until it was 
attempted to carry the road acroes the Delaware 
from Port Jervis into Pike County, Pa., wherese- 
tious trouble srose. It was originally intended 
that the lise should cross into Pennsylvania at the 
village of Matamoras, uearly opposite Port Jervis, 
but that route was found to be utterly impracti- 
cable. To cut a road-bed along the perpendica- 
lar rock boundary of the Delaware on that side 
for three miles would have required the out'sy of 
millions of dollars and more time than the com- 
pany had. In anticipation of a crossing at Mat- 
amoras, however, the Milford and Matamoras 
Railroad Company had been chartered by the 
Pennsylvania Legislature, its purpose being the 
construction of a line up the Delaware Valley to 
connec! with the New York and Erie at Matamo- 
ras. When the Erie Company, therefore, songht 
to cross at Sawmill Rift, three miles farther up 
the river from Matamoras, it was met with an io- 
junction and the work was stopped. This delay 
threatened to prove fatal to the completiou of the 
road to Binghamton io the stipulated time. Fi- 
oally the matter was compromised, 

The unfortunate delay io the work made it nec- 
essary for the iron company to distribute the iron 
at the different points along the route, the near- 
est of which was fifty miles from the works, The 
rails were bauled by teams over the heavy moun- 
tain roads of Nortbern Pennsylvania to Narrow3- 
barg, Cochecton, Equinunk, Stockport, Deposit 
acd Lanesboro. To some of these points roads 
had to be cut through the dense forest, Over 
four hundred males and horses woro required, as 
many as ten span frequently beiog attached to 
one wagon, The rails were simultaneously laid 
east and west from the poiots named, and five 
days before the time for the road’s completion to 
Binghamton had expired the last spike was driv- 
en, The event was celebrated in Binghamton on 
the 28th of December, 1848, Berjamin Loder, 
then President of the company, delivered an ad- 
dress in the course of which he declared that the 
energy, enterprise and promptness o’ George and 
Selden Scranton had saved the New York ard 
Erie Railroad to the company. 

The contract was a profitable one to the iron 





works, notwithstanding the great expense and Js 
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bor connected with its fulfilment. That contract 
laid the foundation for the city of Scranton. It 
led to the building of the Delaware, Lackawanca 
and Western Railroad and to the Pennsylvania 
Coal Company’s railroad in the Lackawanna Val- 
ley and to the great coal development that follow- 
ed. It brought more than $250,000,000 capital 
into the valley and made of the tottering Lacka- 
wanna Iron Works the rich and powerfal Lacka- 
wanna (Joal and Iron Company, the iron steel and 
mincing industries of which to-day give emplos- 
ment to 3,000 men. 





Massachusetts Central Rattiroad. 

The people living in the central portion of the 
State, through which the Massachusetts Central 
Railroad was surveyed and partly constrocted 
before the panic of 1873, will be pleased to learn 
that the enterprise in which they have taken a 
great interest and invested largely of their means 
is once more actually upon the way to a success- 
fal completion, and that before many months 
will have passed away they will have an oppor-

ine, 


Mr. N, C. Munson, the contractor for tke con- 
struction of the entire lice, yesterday drove the 
first spike in the first rail of the new lice at 
Snelling, where the Lowell and Framingham 
Branch of the Old Colony Railroad crosses the 
pew road. From this point the roadbed being 
nearly completed eastward to the crossing of the 
Fitebburg Railroad at Stony Brook, and west- 
ward to Coldbrook or the Weir River, the work 
of laying the rails in both directions wi!) be vig- 
orously pushed forward, as 4000 tons of rails have 
been purchased and are now being received. With 
an active prosecution of the uncompleted work 
between the prints mentioned, there is but little 
donbt that the entire distance from Stony Brook 
to Coldbrook can been laid with rails before the 
close of the year, From Stony Brook to the pro- 
posed connection with the Lowell Railroad in 
Cambridge considerable work has been done, but 
as there is still a Jarge portion of tha new line in 
Waltham, Belmont and Watertown, not yet graded, 
this portion of tbe road will not be in running 
order until next summer. From Coldbrook to 
Awherst a new line for a large portion of the dis- 
tance has been adopted, necessitating the aban- 
dopment of most of the work done before the 
suspension io 1878. The work of grading this 
section, some 80 miles, has recently been sub. let 
by Mr. Munson to Davis and Munson, who will 
push the work forward vigorously and have this 
portion of the line ready for the rails next sum- 
mer. The section extendisg from Amberst to 
Northampton bas also been recently sub-let to 
Contractor McClellan of Chicopee, and as a large 
expenditure has already been made upon the 
foundatiors and piers for a bridge to cross the 
Connecticut, this section should also be ready for 
the rails next summer. Bsyond a reasonable 
doubt, therefore, the whole line from Boston to 
Northampton will probably be completed before 
another year has passed. Upon the section from 
Amberst through Sunderland and Deerfield to a 
connection with the Troy and Greenfield, no work 
has as yet been commenced, though an early sub- 
letting of a contract for its execution is expeci- 
ed. Even if this section shonid not bs completed 
at present, the new road when completed to North- 
ampton would have two conneciions with the 
Hoosac Tunnel and Troy and Greenfield Railroad 
—one via the Connecticut River Railroad to Green- 
field and the other via the New Haven and North- 
hampton Railroad’s now extension to Shelburne 
Falls. Both of these routes, however, increase 
the distance from Boston to the tunnel to soch an 
extent. that, compared with its own proposed line, 
they would not long answer for the through traf- 
fic which the managers of the Central Ruad pro- 
pose to develop, 

The building of the extension of the New Haven 
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and Northampton to Shelburne Falls can scarcely 
be accounted for, if.the manggerediq not epedt; 
that the Massachuse‘te Central would utilize this 
route to the Tunnel instead of constructing a 
sborter line from Amherst, 

Capitalists who have been eager to invest in 
mines and in tailroad enterprises in the West aod 
in Mexico have feared for a long time to take 
bold of this epterpriee. At length business men 
and capitalists have been found who bave faith io 
the enterprise, and who are able to see that the 
line is completed: The old bonds of the company 
have been bought up and canceled by the new 
concern, and sufficient monvy is left to complete 
a considerable portion of the proposed line, and 
there is scarcely a doubt that sufficient capital 
can be raised to complete the entire line as soon 
as it is needed, and at rates most advantageous to 
tbe stockholders, 

The new line wili not only open a new compet- 
ing route from Boston to the Tanne, bat it will 
promote the dev: lopment of a secticn of the State 
which has failed to keep pace with the adjoining 
sections, because it has had no railroad facilities, 

Once feature which premises to add to the suc 
cess of the Central Road is that an old corporation 
like the Lowell Railroad, with experienced of- 
ficers and employes and extensive equipment, at 
this end of the line has contracted to equip and 
operate the new road upon its completion. Thus 
many of the disadvantages of organizing a staff 
of officers and purchasing new equipment will be 
avoided,—[Boston Journal, Oct, 7. 





Accidents at Railroad Grade Crossings. 
The following circular bas been issned by the 
board of railroad commissioners :— 


Boston, Oct. 6, 1880. 

To the President of ——— Railroad,—Dear 
Sir :—The fearfal and increasing number of acci- 
dents at grade crossings makes it desirableto call 
the attention of all railroad managers in this Siate 
to the subject. During this railroad year the 
nomber of such accidents has been 50, of which 
20 were fatal. The numbers last year were 80 
and 13 ; year before last they were 29 and 17. No 
doubt one cause of the increase has been the io- 
creased number of railroad trains run, Bat, on 
an investigation of these cases, the board has 
found reason to believs that due care bas not been 
exercised by managers of railroads as to the da 
ties of flagmen. Of theabuove named 50 accidents, 
23 occurred at stations guarded by gates or flags, 
and of this number 8 were fatal. It appears that, 
in some cases, flagmen are obliged or allowed to 
perform other duties, more or less connected with 
railroad business, and conflicting with their da 
ties as guardians of the lives of travellers. In 
other cases too much work and too long hours 
are required of flagmen, so that perfect and un- 
failing vigilance cannot always be secured, Again 
there is sometines a failure to notify flagmen of 
of irregular or “ wild” trains, and, finally, at 
some crossings it appears to be the practice to 
flag some trains and not to flag others. It is 
hoped that this general circular, in addition to 
the special recommendations heretofore made, 
will prevent a repetition of these fatal errors. It 
is also recommended that more care be exercised 
in deciding the questions of placing gates or flag- 
men at dangerous crossings. A recent decision 
has established as law that the want of ao order 
to station a flagman ata crossing is ro defence 
for a railroad injary toa traveller, if a jary thinks 
a flagmac was needed, And, without such a de-~ 
cision, and without regard to the pecnniary con- 
sequences, a due regard to the safety of the pub- 
li¢ should command, at all pleces of danger, eve- 
ry precaution that is known to railroad managers.

Blessing a Railroad. 

Ta the midst of the forest, with hardly any evi- 
dence of civilization in sight, save the road itself, 
its train of cars, and the people who had come to 
honor the occasion, was performed the ceremony 
of blessing the St. Lawrence, Lower Laurentides 
and Saguenay Railway, which is intended to con- 
nect Three Rivers witb Lake St. Jobo. About 1,200 
people, priucipally from Three Rivers and the sur- 
rounding parishes, were present. 

The scene of the ceremony was at the present 
terminus of the road io the parish of St, Tite, de- 
yond the settlement. Ou a wooden platform has- 


lily erected, and surreunded by his clergy, stood 
the venerable Bishop, addressing words of lofty 
eloquence to his hearers, previous to blessing the 
nodertaking ; in front of the platform was massed 
the large assemblage, composed principally of the 
hardy sons of toil, bareheaded, listening atten- 
tively to the words of their prelate; behind lay 
the iron road with its train of cars, the unconscious 
agents in all this display, and up and down as far 
as the eye could reach, stretched the forest, whose 
foliage, marked with the changing lines of aa- 
tump, was indescribably beautiful—the whole 
scere bringing one back to the days of early Ca- 
padian history. 

His Lordship, the Bishop of Three Rivers, be- 
gan his address with a brief account of the fall of 
man and the consequences which resulted from it, 
Man was condemned to make war against nature‘ 
to subdue nature to his wants, to wrest from the 
earth its fruits, and to bring the animal creation 
under bis subjection, -Man’s life was a continued 
contest ; and when map refused to submit himself 
to this law of God he degenerated into the sav- 
age, and finally became extinct. Thus, in the case 
of savage tribes refusing to till the earth, they 
were reduced to warfare against the animals, and 
in the end disappeared. What had tecome, he 
asked, of the savage tribes that formerly occupied 
this continent? They bad refused to bow to the 
law of God ; they had refused to cultivate the soil, 
and consequently had become extinct. Man was 
also commanded to occupy the whole eartb, and 
to enable him to fulfill this command he was giv- 
en the genius of invention by which he could 
contrive means to bring the very elements ioto 
his service. He then referred more particularly 
to the andertaking under notice, predicted a great 
fature to be developed out of this enterprise, as 
the large tree sprang from a mustard seed, and iu 
conclusion gave the new line the Angel Raphael 
as its guardian, that as the angel watched over 
Tobias on his journey it might equally watch over 
this road and its pzssengers, His Lordship then 
gave the benediction.—[ Montreal Gazette, Oct, 2. 


The New York and New England Railroad Com- 
pary’s extension to the Hudson River will be 
opened to Brewster’s December 1, Grading to 
Hopewell Junction, twenty-five miles farther, is 
well under way.

A recent decision of the New York Court 
of Appeals goes farther in the matter of the 
personal responsibility of bank officials than 
any American case that we are familiar with. 
The trustees of a savings bank were held to be 
liable for their imprudence in building an ex- 
pensive banking house on which the decline in 
real estate resulted in considerable loss, The 
decision is based upon the duty of trustees to 
conserve their trust and in these days of reck- 
less speculation is timely and full of common 
sense. Judge Earl says in his decision : “ Their 
projecl was to buy this corner lot and erect 
thereon an imposing edifice, to inspire impor- 
tance, attract attention and thus draw depos- 
its. It is not legitimate for the trustees of 
such a bank to seek deposits at the expense of 
present depositors. * * This was not a case 
of mere error or mistake of judgment on the 
part of the trustees, but it was a case of im- 
providence, of reckless and unreasonable ex- 
travagance, in which the trustees failed in that 
measure of reasonable prudence, care and skill 
which the law requires.” In too many of our 
savings banks, the trustees consist of men who 
are not depositors and have no pecuniary in- 
terest in the institution. They constitute a 
close corporation, and have the power to per- 
petuate themselves without regard to the 
wishes of the depositors. Judge Earl’s deci- 
sion coming so close upon the Brattleboro’ 
bank failure will again call attention to this 
matter and we shall be surprised if legislative 
discussions do not grow out of it. It is lucky 
for Congressman Tyler that he does not live 
within Judge Earl’s jurisdiction, 





Raliroad Carelessness. 

The railroad accidents in Pennsylvania and 
Connecticut last week suggest an inquiry into 
the cause and origin of railroad casualties, 
which seem to be increasing in number from 
month to month. 
Pennsylvania Railroad over a score of lives 


the accident is as follows : 

The first section of Wall’s accommodation 
train, going east from Pittsburg, left the union 
station at 11:31 Pp. m., 
a large crowd of passengers on board who had

went crashing into the rear coach of the first 
section, packed with human beings. Among 
these unfortunates the engine buried itself to 
the very car windows, among screaming, suf- 
fering men, women and children, mangling all 
who were in its course. The boiler head of 
the colliding engine was wrenched off by the 
shock, and the scalding water and steam pour- 
ed over the occcpants of the car as if bent on 
completing the horrible work that had gone 
before. It is impossible to describe the fear- 
ful scene that followed. The moans of the 
dying and wounded and the shrieks of tliose 
who had lost friends was frightful. Word was 
immediately telegraphed to the mayor’s office 
for assistance, and twenty-five policemen, with 
a full corps of physicians and wagons, were de- 
spatched at once to the scene of the disaster, 
where they were soon busily employed in al’ 
leviating the sufferings of the victims and 
clearing the wreck. The wounded who were 
unable to care for themselves were carried to 
the soldiers’ hospital, located but a short dis. 
tance from the accident. 

Superintendent Pitcairn said if the rules had 
not been disobeyed the accident would not 
have occurred. The train had not yet gone 
into the block operated by the signal system, 
and the flagman was under imperative ordors 
to go back half a mile and flag the following 
train; he mnst not wait to be ordered back 
by the conductor, but go on his own accord. 
This applied whether the train is in the block 
or still in the yard limits, as in this case. The 
flagman and all employes of the trains are old 
and experienced men, and the officials cannot 
condemn them until an investigation is had, 
but the matter will be sifted and the responsi- 
bility placed where it belongs. The passen- 
gers state that the flagman, whose name is 
Penrod, did not go back. The orders for -the 
movement of trains is the same in vogue for 
thirty years, and officials insist that the train- 
men and not their superior officers violate the 
Opinion seems to place the responsibil- 
ity on Flagman Penrod of tbe first section.

The accident on the New York and New 
England Railroad Friday evening was occasion- 
ed by a passenger train running to Williman- 
tic meeting an extra freight train. Both trairs 
were running fast. The passenger train had 
the right of way. There were only six passen- 
gers on the train, as through travel to Willi- 
mantic naturally takes tho express that leaves 
Hartford 10 minutes before the accommoda- 
tion, and the accommodation had left all its 
way travel, having passed its last station pre- 
vious to reaching Willimantic. The engines 
came together with acrash. Engineor Charles 
Kenyon of Hartford and Fireman Thomas 
Flood of Rockville, who were on the passenger 
engine, were both killed. Engineer James 
Forsaythe of Putnam, and Fireman Michael 
Hurley of Boston on the freight engine were 
also both killed, Conductor Henry Aldrich of 
Hartford, who was in charge of the freight 
train, was terribly scalded and died soon after. 
The wreck presented a frightful scene of suf- 
fering and ruin. None of the passengers were 
injured but five employes perished and no one 
knew why except that “some one had blun- 
dered.” The train of Corductor Henry Al- 
drich seems to have been responsible for the 
accident, but as the only two men who knew 
why it started are dead it is probable that no- 
thing definite will be learned as to the cause 
of the mistake. 

The accident presents a striking similarity 
in one respect to the great disaster at Wallas- 
ton on 6th October, 1878, where one hundred 
and eighty-six persons were injured, nineteen 
of them fatally. Immediately after, Charles 
H. Hartwell, the conductor of the freight 
train which was run into by a passenger train, 
was arrested and indicted for manslaughter in 
causing the death of a passenger. The negli- 
gence alleged in the indictment was his failure 
of duty to send forward a signal of danger, 
when he ran upon the inward track, leaving 
the switch thrown out of line. Mr. Hartwell 
was convicted ; but the case was carried to the 
Supreme Court, on exceptions, and no decision 
has yet been reached. Negligence or willful 
carelessness were the cause of both accidents 
and more than half of the whole number of ac- 
cidents which occurred in the United States 
during the last year, resulting in the derail- 
ment of trains occurred through the careless- 
ness of the employees or from unexplained 
causes. If we look at other railroad accidents 
we shall find that railroad employes are not 
the only ones who are guilty of carelessness. 

Accidents at grade crossings have become so 
frequent in Massachusetts that the State 
Board of Railroad Commissioners have issued 
a circular calling the attention of railroad 
managers to the increasing number of such ac- 
cidents, and recommending that more care be 
exercised in deciding the question of placing 
gates or flagmen at dangerous crossings. It is 
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startling to learn that nearly fifty such acci- 
dents occurred in Massachusetts in one year, 
and that twenty of them resulted fatally. 
Should new railroads increase as rapidly in 
years to come as during the years just gone by, 
and railroad traffic increase in a like degree 
this matter will become one of alarming pro- 
portions. In one New England town four fa- 
tal accidents occurred within the last three 
months, at or near grade crossings. The 
writer held an inquest in all the cases and 
found that in two cases the accident might 
have been prevented by placing a flagman at 
the crossing, and that in the other two cases 
the persons were trespassers and walking upoh 
the track to save themselves a few steps. 
That railroad managers have been remiss in 
their requirements of fiagmen appears from the 
statement of the Commissioners, but the pub- 
lic have a plain duty in this matter. The 
carelessness, or rather recklessness, of travel- 
ers is after all the chief cause of grade crossing 
accidents. One recent case resulted from the 
determination of a man to creep under a closed 
gate and to run the risk of being struck in 
spite of the remonstrance of the gateman. 
Truly our people must have a keen apprecia- 
tion of the value of time when in order to save 
a few steps or a brief space of time they habit- 
ually risk a horrible death. 





The Shipping Convention. 

The sessions of the National Shipping Con- 
vention at Boston were closed on Friday even- 
ing of last week. The recommendations made 
by the Convention for the consideration of Con- 
gress were briefly as follows: The repeal of 
the law which requires the advance of three 
months pay to seamen, and other provisions 
relating to the employment and discharge of 
seamen; that American ships be authorized to 
take out of bond, free of duty, foreign goods 
when the same are to be used as stores for 
ships engaged in the foreign trade and sailing 
to and from Pacific ports; that ships engaged 
in the foreign trade be exempt from all other 
taxes than those imposed by Congress; the pay- 
ment by the government to American lines of 
steamships.proper sums of money for the earry- 
ing of mails ; a provison for a bounty upon both 
sail and steam tonnage for a given number of 
years on all American vessels less than fifteen 
years of age, engaged in foreign trade ; the cre- 
ation of a new department with a Cabinet offi- 
cer to be known as the department of com- 
merce ; the alteration of laws for the admeas- 
urement of vessels so that only the space avail- 
able for cargo be measured ; the abolishmeut 
of compulsory pilotage and of the office of 
United States Shippirg Commissioner ; the im- 
mediate revision of our consular system ; the 
establishment of a specie] fund for the pay- 
ment of bounties to American shipowners; the 
revision of laws so that individual owners in 
vessels shall be responsible for the debts of ves- 
sels only in proportion to such ownership ; the 
changing of laws relative to the carrying of 


life saving apparatus by passenger carrying 
vessels so that the requirements shall be uni- 
form for both foreign and American vessels, 

The recommendations as given above include 
the principal work of the convention. The en- 
dorsement of these was generally quite unani- 
mous, though upon two or three points, nota- 
bly that pertaining to the office of Shipping 
Commissioner, there was extended discussion 
anda close vote. The convention was un- 
doubtedly made up of the representative ship- 
owners and ship builders and its voice can con- 
fidently be considered that of by far the larg- 
est portion of those engaged in these impor- 
tant interests, and as such it will have great 
weight. The convention made itself a perma- 
nent organization and the president was re. 
quested to appoint a committee to wait upon 
Congress and urge the enactment of the rec- 
ommended legislation. 





Dividends. 
The Panama Railroad Company has declared a quar- 
terly dividend of four per cent, payable Nov. 1.

The transfer books will be closed 
on the 13th of November and reopened on the Ist day 
of December. 


The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company has de- 
clared a semi-annual dividend of 5 per cent on the 
stock of the Main Stem, payable Ist November next. 
The transfer books will be closed from 20th October 
to November 1. This is the first dividend of five per 
cent that the company has declared since the depres- 
sion which followed the panic of 1873. The company 
has also declared a half-yearly dividend of 5 per cent 
on the stock of the Washington Branch, payable Ist 
November.

RIGHT OF WAY—OCONDEMNATION OF CROSSING FOR 
ANOTHER: RAILROAD, : 


The right of way of the Union Pacific Railway 
is subjeet to the laws of the State of Nebraska 
respecting the crossing and connecting of rail- 
roads, and the condemnation of property for those 
purposes ; it is not the property of the Federal 
government set apart for its own use, 


In the exercise of the power of eminent domain 
in condemning a right of way, a majority of the 
persons aathorized to make the award have power 
to decide the same, provided they all act on the 
matter. 

Motion to dissolve injanction restraining re- 
spondents from extendiog their railroad track 
across that of complainant, The complainant 
was a corporation created by and organized under 
the act known as-the Pacific Railroad Charter, 
approved July 1, 1862, and acts amendatory 
thereof, The defendants were corporations or- 
ganized under the laws of Nebraska. The com- 
plainant owned and operated the Union Pacific 
Railway, extending from the Missouri River west- 
wardly across the State, and the defendants own- 
ed and operated a line from Omaha to Lincolo, 
The respondants, desiring to extend their track 
across that of the complainant for the purpose of 
connecting with the Omaha and Northern Nebras- 
ka Railway Company, instituted proceedings uo- 
der the law of Nebraska, in the proper State 
court, for the purpose of assessing the damages 
accruing to the complainant on account of the 
crossing of its track, and also for the farther pur- 
pose of designating the point at which said cross- 
ing should be made and the manner of crossing. 
The statute under which these proceedings were 
instituted is as follows (§113 Gen, Stat, Neb. 195): 
‘* Every railroad company shall have power to 
cross, intersect, join, and unite its railroad with 
any otber railroad before constructed, at any 
other point on its route, and upon the grounds of 
such other railroad company, with the necessary 
turnouts, sidings, and switches, end other conve- 
niences in the fartherance of the object of its con- 
nections. And every company whose railroad is, 
or shall hereafter be, intersected by any new rail- 
road, shall unite with the owners of such new 
railroad in forwing such irtersections and con- 
nections, and grant the facilities aforesaid ; and 
if the two corporations cannot agree upon the 
amount of compensation to be made therefor, or 
the points and manner of such crossings and con- 
nections, the same shall be ascertained and de- 
termioed by commissioners, to be selected as pro- 
vided in this subdivision.”’ The section referred 
to as regalating the proceedings is §97, p. 191. It 
provides for the appointment of six commissior- 
ers, and for an appeal from their aszessment, 
Commissioners were appointed in this case as re- 
quired by the statuter, and, after being qualified, 
they proceeded in the performance of their duties 
Their report was signed by only four of their 
number. 

MctUrary J., ia delivering the opinion of the 
court, after stating the facts, said : If the statute 
is applicable to this cace, and has been followed 
in the condemnation proceedings, the complain- 
ant is bound, and has no remedy except the right 
to contest the question of damages on appeal to 





the District Court, Uounsel for complainant iv- 
sists that the proceedings in condemnation are 
void opon ‘several grounds, which will now be 
considered, 

1, Itis claimed, that inasmuch as the complain- 
ant’s franchise is derived from the United States, 
no State legislation is valid which provides for 
condemning the right of way for another railroad 
across its right of way and track, It is now well 
settled that the right of eminent domain is a right 
inherent in every government, and that it belongs 
alike to the States and to the United States, Each, 
within ite own sphere of governmental action, 
may exercise it. The United Siates vs, Chicago, 
7 How. 168; Kohl. vs, The United States, 91 U. 
8. 867. Sbould a case of conflict between the 
State and federal government arise, the paramount 
authority of the United States under the Consti- 
tutiou would of course, prevail, Thus, if the 
United ‘States has, by proper proceediags, con- 
demned and taken land for a fort, arsenal, navy 
yard or lighthouse, or for a postoffice, custom 
house, or court house, it would not be in the 
power of the State, in the exercise cf its right of 
eminent domain, to take the same property. But 
the present case does not come within this prio- 
ciple, The United States has never condemned 
the right of way of the Union Pacific Railway, 
and taken for its own use for pnblic purposes 
within the meaning of the role just stated, It 
has only chartered that company, given it the 
right to construct and operate a railway, and 
granted to it the right of way over public lands 
along its line, together with the right to take rri- 
vate property for the same purpose upon making 
just compensation. The distinction between this 
and the condemnation of land under the right of 
eminent domain for national purposes is too plain 
to require elaboration. I am clearly of the opin- 
ion that the right of way of the Union Pacific 
Railway is not property ofthe federal government 
set apart for its own public use, so as to exempt 
it from the operation of the law of the State of 
Nebraska, above quoted, respecting the crossing 
and connecting of railroads, and the condemna- 
tion of property of a corporatior acquired under 
a law of the United States, If, however, it were 
conceded to be the land of the United States, un- 
less held for governmental purposes, it would, 
even in that case, be subject to the State’s power 
of emicent domain, Land ovned by the United 
States, as a mere proprietor, and not used for any 
of the purposes of the national government may 
be taken by the State, for public use: United 
States vs. Railroad Bridge Co. 6 McLean, 517. 
[t has been held by the Supreme Court of the 
United States that the Pacific Railroad is subject 
to State taxation R, R. Co, vs. Peniston, 18 Wall, 
5. It was iosisted io that case that the Pacific 
Railroad was created by Congress for public aud 
national purp%ses, and that, 1 ke a national bank, 
it was an instrament of the general government, 
and uot subject to State jurisdiction for purposes 
of taxation. But this position was not sustaio- 
ed, It is difficult to see upon what principle 
property can be held to be so exclusively with- 
in the federal jurisdiction as to be beyond the 
reach of the State’s power of eminent domain, 
and yet subject to State taxation.—[Chicago Legal 
News, 





It was also held that the statute applied to 
every corporation operating a railroad witbin the 
State and that an award signed by four ont of 
six commissioners was valid.

A purchaser of land is not effected with con. 
stractive notice of a prior unrecorded convey- 
ance by the were fact that he was one of the sub.

The total tonnage of anthracite coal from all 
the regions for the week ending October 2, as re- 
ported by the several carrying companies, amount- 
ed to 526,194 tons, against 590,179 tons in the cor- 
responding week last year, a decrease of 63,985 
tons. The total amount of anthracite mined for 
the year is 16,803,904 tons, against 19,442,666 tons 
for the same period Inat year, a decrease of 2,638,- 
762 tons. The quantity of bituminons coal sent 
to market for the week amounted to 100,848 tors. 
against 62,828 tons in corresponding week last 
year, an increase of 38,015 tons, The total amount 
of bituminons mined for the year is 8,268,485 
tons against 2,624,073 tons for the corresponding 
period last year, an increase of 644,112 tons, The 
total tonnage al! kinds of coal for the week is 
626,538 tons, against 652,507 tons in correspond- 
ing week last year, a decrease of 25,970 tons, and 
the total tonnage for the coal year is 20,072,389 
tons against 22,066,789 tons to same date last year, 
a decrease of 1,994,350 tons, The quantity of coal 
and coke carried over the Penosyivania Railroad 
for the third week of September wae 163,272 tons, 
of which 122,945 tons were coal and 40,327 tons 
coke, The total tonnage for tbe year thas far 
has been 5,071,905 tons of which 3,818,385 tons 
were coal and 1,253,520 tons coke. These figures 
embrace all the coal and coke carried over the 
road east and west. The shipments of bitumin- 
ous coal from the mines of the Cumberland coal 
region dnring the week ended Oct. 2 were 51,- 
010 tens, and for the year 1,605,235 tons—an in- 
crease of 476,878 tons as compared with the cor- 
responding period of last year.

It is said that the not receipts of the Reading 
Railroad and the Reading Coal and Iron Compa- 
ny for the month of September, after charging op 
all rentals, exceeds $1,200,000. Out of this the 
Receivers have concluded to pay, on Oct. 5, the 
sam of $100,000 on account of the money borrow- 
ed by them, for which certificates were issued, 
The loan was $1,000,000, to pay the interest on 
the consolidated mortgage bonds then falling due 
and the wages of the railroad employes, A fur- 











ther payment of $209,000, it is eaid, will be mede 
on the same account, 





The last rail of the gap between Holgate and 
Grand Repids, on tbe Toledo, Delpbos and Bur- 
lington Railroad, was put down on Sunday, gir- 
ing a continuous line from Toledo to Warren, a 
distance of 175 miles. From Warren the track is 
laid to Marion, a distance of eighteen miles, thus 
increasing the length of the line to 193 miles, 
From Marion to St. Louis a large portion of the 
road is completed, and nearly the whole of the re- 
maining gap not yet completed is under contract 
and work is being pushed as rapidly as possible, 
On those portions of the line already completed, 
freight and passenger business bas already opene 
ed ont very brisk. Twenty-four new engines have 
been «rdered, part of which bave arrived and. are 
in service, and the others will be received ina few 
days. New freight cars are also being received 
every week, A fine equipment of passenger coack- 
es has been ordered by the company, and will be 
received soon, This will give, withia a few weeks 
a through line between Toledo and St. Louis, and 
it is thought that it will eventually be converted 
into a standard gauge, as it is noticeable that fall 
sized ties are being put dowr. A branch of the 
road, being built to join the Dayton, Covington 
and Toledo nerrow-gauge, will give a through line 
to Cincinnati and the narrow-gauge system of 
southern Obio and Indiana, 





It has been definitely determined: te: extend the 
Shenandoah Vatley railroad north from Hagers~ 
town, Md., to Harrisburg, Pa. It will run pare 
allel to the Cumberland Valley Railroad, and be- 
come a competing line, At Harrisburg it will 
connect with roads leadicg directly to New York 
and Philadelphia. 


Track-layers are working in both directions 
east and west, on the Detroil, Butler and Pacific 
Road. The laying of rails began this week ai Ro- 
mulus Station, The roadbed is all graded. Work 
will also soon be begun at Butler, and as soon as 
the iron arrives track-laying will begin at Grend 
Trunk Junction. 








The extension of the Bell’s Gip Railroad from 
Lloydsville, Cambria county, to Coalport, Clear- 
field county, Penp., will be completed as far as 
Glasgow, which is folly half the distance, within 
the next ten or twelve days, and the other half 
before thd winter fairly sets in.
